this meeting, to lie held at the Hotel 
Crillon, work was to be taken up on 
definite constitution of the league, 
upon which several tentative agree­ 
ments have already Ik*en reached. 
The President is working in tile 
Ciruses!, unanimity with Lord Cecil and 
General Smuts on the draft for the 
constitution, which provides for 
a 
permanent organization, to meet reg­ 
ularly and to have machinery for a r­ 
bitration and economic punishments. 
Complete agreement on the 
frame 
work is generally anticipated before 
Premier Lloyd George leaves for Lon­ 
don at the end of the week.

Washington. Feb. 3.—Government 
railroad control must be extended for 
at least three years or be shelved at 
once- 
That is the ultimatum laid down 
today by Walker D. Hines, 
director 
general of railroads. 
He proposed a three year extension 
period as a compromise because 
of 
bitter opposition in congress to the 
recent five year recommendation 
of 
William G. McAdoo 
In any event Hines declared to the 
senate interstate commerce commit­ 
tee today, 
the 
present 
twenty-one 
months’ control should be extended. 
Hines came out frankly 
against 
government ownership blit earnestly 
appealed for adoption of a five year 
test period. 
“The throe-year extension would 
give opportunity for legislation im­ 
mediately 
following instead of im­ 
mediately preceeding the presidential 
election. 
“But,” he added, “ I believe the five 
year extension would be much better 
b e c a u se it would give ad ded stability.” 
Hines, realizing that this plan faces 
widespread opposition 
among 
both 
parties in congress, argued from ev­ 
ery possible angle for its adoption. 
“ Unless a reasonable extension shall 
he granted it will be contrary to tho 
public interest to hold the railroads 
for the full 21 months,” Hines declar­ 
ed. 
“We had better terminate the con­ 
trol and go back promptly to the old 
system or we shouldl extend the con­ 
trol long enough to admit |o!f an 
idequate opportunity to adopt a rad­ 
ical and new system which will real­ 
ly bring about a permanent solution ” 
Unofficial reports at the railroad 
^ministration are that unless con­ 
gress v o t e s an extension, a proclama­ 
tion will be issued in March, turning 
she roads back alxiut June 30.
